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Press reports “a 
slur on Maltese” 


SIR,—In the Press it has been stated that referee Emil 
Flecht was beaten by George Cross supporters after the 
South Melbourne match. It was also said there were about 


80 spectators responsible. 


This is an exaggeration, and 
has been written to run down 
Maltese soccer fans. It is un- 
pelievable a man could be punched 
and kicked by nearly 80 men and 
yemain alive, or at least not be in 

hospital on the danger list. 

I was present throughout the 
match, and am sure no more than 
a dozen spectators were involved 
in the brawl. I can frankly say 
that the person who worked 
hardest of all.to disperse the at- 
tackers and who did his utmost to 
help Mr. Hecht was George Cross 
captain, Vincent Muscat. 

In the Press it said the crowd 
became angry when a free kick 
was awarded against George Cross 
with South Melbourne leading 1-0. 
This was not so, according to 
general opinion. 

Even before the match started, 
I noticed the crowd were getting 
angry; they were saying George 
Cross would lose, and that every 
time Mr. Hecht refereed George 
Cross, they were defeated. 

‘Spectators were further in- 
censed after a foul had been com- 
mitted by the George Cross out- 
side-left, and his name was taken, 
for, seconds later, a foul by 2 
South Melbourne player passed 
without any action from the re- 
feree. Then two fouls in the pen- 
alty area were awarded to George 
Cross, not as penalties, but as in- 
direct free kicks! 

T feel very sorry for everything 
that happened, and I hope noth-

IR,Something has got to 
be done quickly about 
these attacks on referees. 
Apart from soccer getting a 
pad Press they could easily 
end in tragedy. 

A civilised community can- 
not, and does not, tolerate 
mob rule, and though clubs 
cannot control spectators, 
they can control players. It 
is the players who trigger off 
incidents. 

To ensure clubs become 
discipline-conscious, I sug- 
gest each club affiliated to 
the V.A.S.F.A. deposit a sum 
of money (say, First. Divi- 


sion £75, Second Division 
£50, Third Division £30, 
Metropolitan North and 


South £20 each). 

Then if a player hits a 
referee his club would forfeit 
the deposit, and he would 
not play again until a new 
deposit had been paid. In 
this ‘way, clubs would be 
very careful: (a) to keep 
strict discipline, (b) to elim- 
inate hot-heads from their 
ranks. 

The money ‘could be in- 
yested in a Trust Fund, the 
proceeds of which could pay 
doctors’ fees, etc. If no inci- 
dents occurred the proceeds 
could go to a worthy char- 
ity.—Yours, etc.,

tion. Joe Ruyters, the other outstanding can- 
didate for this position, is the reserve goalie, 
and may take the field in the second match, 

There is little need to discuss Tom 
dack’s inclusion in the side. Natur- 
ally older and slower than when he 
was in his hey-day, Tom nevertheless 
remains Victoria’s strongest captain 
and top tactician. He is as fit as a 
fiddle, and his keen anticipation, plus 
his rugged tackling, make him just as 
hard to pass as ever.

Juventus forward 
shuffle needed 


WHEN Brighton pulled one of their typical surprises and 

toppled Slavia last Saturday, they unfortunately failed 
to improve their own position on the ladder, but they helped 
J.U.S.T. to slip away once again to a six-point lead — and 


the odds on J.U.S.T. winning 


their first senior league pen- 


nant have stretched to 1000 to 1 or more. 


With every team on the top half 
of the ladder beaten last week ex- 
cept J.U.S.T., some sharp moyes 
resulted. 


‘When Geelong defeated Box Hill 
2-1, they rose from sixth to second 
place on the ladder. Hakoah’s 3-2 
win over Wilhelmina carried them 
from seventh place up to fourth 
place. Slayia dropped one line to 
third place, but Wilhelmina, More- 
land and Juventus each dropped 
two places to fifth, sixth, and 
seventh respectively. But the even 
balance between these six clubs is 
clearly indicated by the fact that 
for weeks there hasn’t been more 
than two league points separating 
the topmost club from the lowest. 

Disappointment of the six is 


Juventus — but they have only 
themselves to blame because the 
answer to their problem is there 
for them to see. Their defence is 
still reasonably sound — they have 
conceded only 14 goals in 11 
games. But at this stage last 
year, they had scored 40 goals — 
exactly twice as many as this 
year’s 20! 

There are two reasons for the 
Jack of goals, and nothing can be 
done about the first — this year’s 
tougher opposition. But the se- 
cond problem can be overcome sim- 
ply by moving Beppi Plateo to 
centre-forward. With Weinber on 
his left and Bottari on his right, 
Juventus will get goals. 

Most satisfied of the fans who 
saw last week’s round of games 
were undoubtedly the thousands 
who went to Hawthorn to see Wil- 
helmina v. Hakoah. They had 90 
minutes of fast, clean, never-say- 
die football — a top-class thriller. 

At the same time that the score 
moved in Hakoah’s favor in the 
second period, their defence has 
never had a busier time — and
